During the Christmas season 
a number of persons were so de- 
prived as to become hardship 
cases, as the speed trap racket 
took $50, $60, or more from them, 
leaving them near penniless. For 
those who were not so hurt there 
was a sense of outrage at watch- 
ing the worst results of a fee 
system at work degrading the 
processes of law. 


Speed traps retreat reluctantly 
from the American scene. They 
survive in’ some Southern and 
Western states where a fee sys- 
tem permits corruption. They 
must have the cooperation of a 
sheriff and a minor court. These 
mechanisms to deprive the tour- 
ist of money, which is then split 
into fees, thrive usually in a poor- 
er county which is losing popu- 
lation and falling behind in its 
total economy. A speeding charge. 
or a combination accusation of 
having passed a difficult-to-see 
stop sign and exceeding the 
speed limit, are the basic pro. 
cedures. The siren whines. The 
cars pull over. The deputies come 
to the driver’s window. 


A Farce 


It is a farce, even though ex- 
pensive. The driver’s license is 
called for. Its recorded facts are 
examined. The charges made. 


The tourist knows he has no 
chance. He can put up the money 
demanded there on the roadside, 
or go to jail. If he hands over the 
money he has two choices. He can 
come back to trial two or three 
days later, or forfeit it. Since the 
traveler usually has a schedule 
and is aware that if he comes 
back for trial he will gain teed 
ing, he goes on. 


The human experience lies in 
watching the deputies involved. 
They reveal a sense of guilt and 
an awareness they are involved 
in injustice. They do so by their 
truculence or, more rarely, by 
their obvious sense of uneasiness. 
Being occupied in doing a de- 
liberate wrong to another human 
being they reveal a certain dis- 
taste for it. In time, conscience 
grows callous and they become 
truculent and severe. The traveler 
may protest he is a careful driver 
and that he was not exceeding 
the speed limit. His word is 
without value. He runs the risk, 
if he persists, in having an extra 
charge added. 


So, the money is paid over 
there by the side of a rural road. 
The tourist drives on. Some are 
in tears, their small financial re- 
sources wiped out. The cthers 
simply pledge themselves never 
to travel that road again and to 
warn all others who may. 


Durable Fellow 


The American tourist is an as- 
tonishingly durable fellow. The 
speed traps, cruelly and perverse- 
ly unjust, are not widespread. 
They do considerable harm, but 
they can be rooted out, though 
getting the greedy benefactors 
out of the trough is not easy. 
Otherwise, the tourist goes on his 
way, wistfully pitching dimes and 
nickels into the many wishing 
wells, hopefully trying the vari- 
ous native dishes such as road- 
side fried clams or Southern fried 
chicken. 


Some entrepreneurs set up z00s 
to lure him in and crooked games 
of chance to fleece him. He pa- 
tiently sees all the educational 
sights: along the way, old stills, 
plantations sugar mills, slave 
quarters, ante-bellum houses, 
felling of old hopes and dreams 
long dust. He buys honey, candy, 
native handcrafts made in Japan, 
carved coconuts, and, most satis- 
fying, bags of oranges, limes and 

pefruit.

1,000 Flee East Berlin 
As Holiday Eases Vigil 


BERLIN (UPI)—East Germans fled to the West by the hundreds 
Sunday as Communist border guards relaxed their vigilance during 


the Christmas weekend. 


Authorities said nearly 1,000 So- 
viet zone residents crossed the 
border into West Berlin Friday 
and Saturday and asked for asy- 
lum, More came in Sunday. 


The holiday flow of refugees had 
already surpassed the figure for 
last year’s four-day Christmas 
weekend when 600 refugees were 
registered in West Berlin. 


The Christmas flight raised this 
year’s total of refugees from East 
Germany to 195,500. The total for 
the year was expected to reach 
200,000 compared with 144,000 for 
all of 1959. 


Some of the refugees crossed 
the border during the night as 
Americans joined West Berliners 
in placing lighted candles in the 


windows of their homes as an 
expression of the city’s desire to 
remain free. 


American servicemen in Berlin 
ate turkey dinners in barracks 
and West Berlin homes Sunday 
after attending special religious 
services in Army chapels and 
West Berlin churches. 


Some 220 U.S. soldiers celebrat- 
ed Christmas as guests of Ger- 
man families who invited them in 
letters to American army head- 
quarters here. 


Many other soldiers had their 
Christmas dinners with frierds in 
Berlin. 


Roman Catholic midnight 
masses and a Protestant candle- 
light service were held in Army 
chapels to usher in the holiday.

SUNNYVALE, Calif. (AP) — A 
solid fuel rocket, made of three 
slightly cone-shaped parts fitted 
together like the sections of a 
collapsing telescope, has been 
ground tested near here, the 
United Technology Corp. an- 
nounced Sunday. 


The assembled unit was seven 
feet long and 3% feet in diameter 
and it developed a thrust of more 
than 15,000 pounds, said B. R. 
Adelman, company vice president. 


Adelman also reported the test 
indicated the feasibility of build- 
ing rocket engines of widely vary- 
ing size and power by construct- 
ing them of segments attached 
end-to-end. 


He said successful development 
of these segmented rocket engines 
would man the development of 
booster rockets exceeding the pow- 
er of anything now known to exist. 


The most powerful rockets now 
in use by this country are liquid 
fuel burners and develop thrusts 
up to 360,000 pounds. American

DAY AT HOME 


It was a day at home for Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and his succes- 
sor, John F. Kennedy. The Eisen- 
howers spent their last Christmas 
in the White House with their son, 
his wife and the first family’s 
grandchildren. The Kennedy clan 
gathered at the Palm Beach, Fila., 
home of Kennedy's father. 


At the Vatican, Pope John 
XXIII, the Roman Catholic pon- 
tiff, prayed for Christ to “put in 
the hearts of men the peace they 
so bitterly seek.’’ He repeated the 
plea three times — at a mass for 
the Vatican diplomatic Corps, in a 
Mass in St. Peter’s Basilica and 
just before giving his blessing to 
100,000 gathered in St. Peter's 
Square. 


FIRST THE CHILDREN 


The pontiff gave his first bless- 
ings to children—'‘‘the promise of 
tomorrow.” And in a powerful 
voice, he told the throng in 
Italian: ‘“‘good and happy new 
year." He then repeated the 
greeting in French, English, Ger- 
man, Spanish, Portuguese, Greek 
and Old Slavic. 


In Britain, Dr. Geoffrey Fisher, 
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violence hanging over man- 


the archbishop of Canterbury, 
bemoaned the ‘‘sad state’’ of the 
world in his Christmas sermon at 
the majestic Canterbury Cathe- 
dral. 


“The remedy,”’ said the Angli- 
can primate, “is the same for high 
or for low — recover the nature of 
Christ's ministry: its essential 
humility, its rejection of all ex- 
travagances, of show or of clamor 
for rights or selfish fears, its de- 
pendence on the simple virtues of 
the kingdom of God and their end- 
less vitality.”’

WASHINGTON (AP) —~ 
Frank Moss, D-Utah, suggested 
Sunday that Israel squelch all 
fears that she is building an A- 
bomb by inviting a United Nations 
team to inspect her new nuclear 
plant. 


Moss said it is natural that “you 
can’t place much reliance’’ on Is- 
rael’s denial that no A-bomb is in- 
volved, declaring that the veil of 
secrecy was lifted from the exist- 
ence of the plant in an unusual 
way. 


Moss, in a taped radio interview 
— Radio News Conference — 
made his comment when a ques- 
tioner quoted reports that before 
word leaked out that an atomic 
plant was involved Israel said she 


was building a textile plant in the} 


Negev Desert. 


DENIED BY BEN GURION 


At the disclosure last week, 
fears were expressed that Israel 
might be making an A-bomb. 


President David Ben-Gurion 
strongly denied this, calling such 
reports ‘‘either a deliberate or un- 
conscious untruth.’”’ He said the 
project, the second Israeli nuclear 
reactor, was dedicated entirely to 
peaceful purposes. 


The French, who are helping 
with the plant, also denied the A- 
bomb reports. 


Moss said, “I think it would be 
a very serious mistake for Israel 
to build an atomic bomb now and 
I certainly hope that this is not 
going on.” 

The congressman, who recently 
returned from a tour of Africa 
with President-elect John F. Ken- 
nedy’s brother Ted, said that for 
Israel to have an A-bomb would 
have an effect of “‘shocking pro- 
portions” in Africa. 


FEARS REACTIONS 


“It might bring some very se- 
vere reactions among the Arab 
nations, and as far as that is con- 
cerned, clear down into black 
Africa,”’ Moss said, adding: 


“One of the things that we 
found cropping up as we went 
through Africa was a constant re- 
sentment of the fact that the 
French should have gone into the 
atomic field . . . and set off atom- 
ic explosions in the Sahara Desert. 
There’s tremendous resentment to 
that and fear from it too.” 

The only answer, Moss said, is 
for Ben-Gurion to invite a U. N. 
delegation to look at his reactor— 
“This seems to be a very feasible 
solution.”’ 

PEIPING THREAT 
Moss said an even more serious 


problem will be posed when Com- 


munist China sets off its first nu- 
clear explosion. 


“If Communist China builds an 
atomic bomb and has an atomic 
capacity,” he said, “then we 
haven’t any way even to talk with 
them, to try to forestall its use. 
And, I think it would be a very 
fearsome day when that comes.” 


The answer, Moss said, is to try 
to get some international accord 
on atomic weapons. 


He said it is inevitable that Red 
China will be admitted to the 
United Nations, and added: “I 
think that the thing we ought to 
be doing now is exploring how we 
can have their admission there 
and gain out of that recognition 
and admission some commitments

tions.”

She began, back in the 1920's, to 
study optometry at Columbia Uni- 
versity. “That was because my 
father wanted me to,”’ she admits. 


Mrs. Cleverley gave up her 
studies in favor of marriage, and 
with her husband, Frank, settled 
down to live on an inheritance— 
but the crash in 1929 ended that. 


JOINED RED CROSS 

They began again by turning an 
old home on Cape Cod into a re- 
sort hotel. World War II ended 
that venture, and Mr. Cleverley 
went to work for the Red Cross. 
Mrs. Cleverley joined the Red 
Cross, too, in a volunteer capacity. 


A few months before her hus- 
band would have completed 10 
years at his job, he had a heart 
attack. At the age of 49, Mrs. 
Cleverley was widowed. 
PRACTICAL NURSE 

“IT wanted to be a nurse, but I 
was over 35, and | was too old 
for nurses’ training,’’ she admit- 
ted. “I gave it a lot of hard 
thought, then I went to an accred- 
ited school and became a practi- 
cal nurse.” 


In 1953, Mrs. Cleverley went to 


St. Elizabeths Hospital in Wash- 
ington, D.C., a government men- 
tal hospital, for psychiatric train- 
ing. She liked it so well she 
stayed on, working in the geri- 
atrics service. | 

She recalled, ‘“‘I became quite | 


upset, not 
you understand, but still upset, 
seeing all those elderly 
there. Many of them weren't psy 
chotic, but they were committed 
because there was no other place 
to go; it was the end of the line.’’ 


LOSE ALL RIGHTS 


“When you're committed, you 
lose all your rights. You can’t 
even sign your name to a check.” 


“I found the older people would 
go without food, clothing, any rec- 
reation, or medical care in order 
to be independent as far as 
shelter was concerned. 


“The instinct for independent 
living is sort of a basic urge,”’ 
she said. 


Then, there was a major amend- 
ment in the U.S. Public Housing 
Act in 1956. This act concerned 
housing for elder people, and an 
old friend of Mr. and Mrs. Clev- 
erley from their Cape Cod days, 
Norman F.. Mason, was FHA com- 
missioner. 


THOUGHT IT OUT 

Mason, knowing Mrs. Clever- 
ley’s interest in the problems of 
housing for the aged, asked her 
to take the job. 


Mrs. Cleverley is a_ smiling, 
competent, lady, with a warm, 
comforting air. She makes firm 
statements: ‘‘There’s no such 
thing as low-cost housing, and 
anyone who thinks there is hasn't 
faced facts lately.”’ 


She adds, “Low rent housing 
must be subsidized, by religious 
groups, business or public hous- 
ing.” 

“We've got to start thinking of 
it as not a handout, but people 
helping people.”’ 

PAID OWN WAY 


“Our older residents today now 
needing housing... 4ren’t people 
who have been on welfare rolls. 
They're people who have paid 
their own way—but retirement in- 
comes stay the same while the 
cost of everything continues to 
rise.”’ \ 


Mrs. Cleverley isn't ready for 
retirement yet. She’s just getting 
really started in her newest and 
latest career—public housing for 
the aging—and spends about 60 
per cent of her time traveling.

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25 Experts 
To Count 
Birds Here 


The year’s most comprehensive 
bird count in the Atlanta area 
will take place Jan. 2. 


Actually, the count will be con- 
fined pretty much to the city lim- 
its, but within that area the At- 
lanta Bird Club expects to identify 
75 different species of winter 
birds. 


Rufus Godwin, a mathematics 
teacher at Grady High School, is 
serving as chairman for the bird 
count. The watchers will gather 
in his home on the night of Jan. 
2 to make reports on the kind of 
birds they have seen. 


FOR 30 YEARS 


Godwin said the count had been 
iconducted in Atlanta for the past 
30 years, every year during the 
Christmas season. 


It’s part of a national bird count 
sponsored by the Audubon Society. 


The count begins in the United 
States and Canada as early as 
Dec. 19 and attracts about 8,000 
amateur ornithologists. Each 
year, the number increases with 
the burgeoning interest in nature 
and conservation. 


CONSERVATION IS AIM 


Sixty years ago, the Christmas 
season used to be a great time 
for the slaughter of birds. That’s 
why the Audubon Society started 
the bird count in the first place, 


to make people conservation- 
minded, 
And, in large part, the move 


has been a success. The orni- 
thologists with their binoculars 
and checklists have taken the 
place of the sportsman and his 
gun, 


Some of the watchers, particu- 
larly in the northerly latitudes, 
are afield even-in sub-zero tem- 
peratures and sometimes they 
must use snowshoes and skies to 
to get about. In some areas, 
weather permitting, parents take 
their children. 


BIGGEST IN WORLD 


According to the Audubon So- 
ciety, the count has become the 
biggest wildlife survey in the 
world. About 600 local commu- 
nities participate. 


Although the bird-count period 
covers 13 days, it is usually car- 
ried out in one day’s time in most 
areas, as it will be in Atlanta and 
other parts of Georgia. 


Besides Atlanta, these Georgia 
communities will participate in 
the bird count: 


Columbus, Rome, Milledgeville, 
St. Mary’s and a six-mile area 
between Neel Gap and Lake Win- 
field Scott. There will also be 
some counting at the Ida Cason 
Callaway Gardens near Colum- 
bus. 


25 TO COUNT HERE 


In Cairo, farmer Herbert Stod- 
dard will carry out a count all by 
himself. Stoddard is one of the 
country’s foremost quail experts. 


About 25 or 30 people will par- 
ticipate in the bird count in At- 
lanta. 


Most of the counting will be 
done in parks, around lakes and in 
natural wooded areas. 


Godwin himself will count birds 
along the Chattahoochee River, 
the part which lies within the of- 
ficial counting area. 
counting area is 15 miles in di- 
ameter. The Bird Club goes 
seven and one-half miles in all 
directions from Five Points, God- 
win said. 

EACH HAVE AREA 


“That gets everything out to 
Avondale, Buckhead, the Chatta- 
hoochee River and Atlanta Air- 
port,” he said. ‘‘Probably our 
best counting area is at the fed- 
eral prisoner’s honor farm.” 


Each man will be assigned an 
area and will stick with it from 
dawn till dusk. 


“For example,’ Godwin said, 
“one of our men will watch the 
lake at the East Lake Country 
Club nearly all day because those 
ducks come and go all day, you 
see. 


NUMBER VARIES 


“We never know exactly what 
we're going to get in any particu- 
lar area. We might get 5,000 
birds for the whole city or if we 
see a huge flock of blackbirds it 
might go to 100,000. We just never 
know.” 


Harold Peters, Atlanta repre- 
sentative for the Audubon Society, 
said the local results would be 
published in Audubon Field Notes 
in the spring, after reports from 
all parts of the country have 
been analyzed. 


The count is especially scientific 
because the same areas are 
combed year after year. 

DOES IT ANNUALLY 

“We keep going over the same 
area,” Godwin said, ‘“‘and every 
year we find some birds that are 
different from those we found 
last year.” 


Godwin usually conducts a bird 
count in the mountains as well as 
in Atlanta. “We go up to Neel 
Gap every year and count over 
to Lake Winfield Scott. Birds are 
scarce in the mountains, but we

State’s Farms Get 
Highly Mechanized 


By ROSS M. HAGEN 
Associated Press Staff Writer 
Mechanization of the cotton 
farms was the most significant 
development on Georgia's agricul- 
tural scene in 1960. 


There were several other in- 
teresting factors, such as the most 
valuable tobacco crop in Geor- 
gia’s history, a record high corn 
yield per acre and an encourag- 
ing advance in the frozen food 
industry. 


But use of power machinery in 
the harvesting of cotton over- 
shadowed all other issues, said 
J. W. Fanning, chairman of the 
University of Georgia’s Division 
of Agricultural Economics. 


“There wasn’t much deviation 
from the norm as far as actual 
total production was concerned in 
1960," Fanning said. ‘““The crops 
were pretty good. We had a fair 
cotton crop although not as good 
as expected. 


“Peanuts were good, and tobac- 
co was a charm with good yield | 
and price. 


“Livestock and broiler produc- 
tion were not exceptional. Eggs | 
were a little better than expected. | 
Cattle held steady, 
exceeded expectations.”’ 


TOBACCO BOOMED 


A combination of good yield and 
good prices boosted flue-cured to- 
bacco returns to a new high mark. 
While final Georgia figures are 
not yet available, gross sales in 
the Georgia-Florida belt were $103 
million, $10 million ahead of 1959 
and around $4 million above the 
record set in 1955. 


As for the new corn record, 
latest government estimates are 
that yield per acre will equal if 
not slightly exceed the 1958 high | 
mark of 32 bushels an acre.

Fanning said the major develop. | 
ment was not in a crop revolu 
tion, but rather a revolution with- | 


in the individual crops due to the 
influex of mechanization. 


“The advance in cotton was 
spectacular,” he said. “Three 
to four times as much cotton was 
picked by machine this year than 
last. And this is revolutionary 
when you consider that one cot- 
ton picking machine does the work 
of 60 hand pickers.”’ 


OTHER POWER MACHINES 


Mechanization wasn’t restricted 
to cotton. An increase in power 
machines was also noted in corn 
and tobacco. 


“Peanuts have been pretty well 
mechanized,”’ Fanning said. ‘‘And 
corn is just about completely me- 
chanized. The movement has 
spread into tobacco, even into 
harvesting. 


“As we mechanize these crops, 
bringing power machines into both 
production and harvesting, then a 
rather terrific change comes about 
on the farms. 


“As one result, the farms are 
getting bigger. The average farm 


in Georgia last year was 185 acres | 
when we had looked on our state | 


as having predominantly smal! 


farms. 


“Also moving down rapidly is 
the percentage of farms being 
operated by tenants, and also the 
number of farms themselves. The 
latest census shows that we lost 
60,000 farms in the past five 
years. Of course most of these 
were in the small category, those 
with less than $2,500 gross sales 
a year.” 


WHAT OF WORKERS? 


The farm expert said, ‘‘All told, 
the agricultural gross product in 
Georgia has not decreased. And | 
agriculture has not suffered as an | 


important contributor to the eco- | 


nomy of the state. It does, how- 
ever, command less labor because 
of the substitution of mechaniza- 
tion and power machinery. Farm 
workers displaced in the process 
are being absorbed in industrial 
employment in our state and also 
in service occupations which have 
increased tremendously in the 
past five years. Others have mi- 
grated. 


“One interesting facet of this 
mechanization is its effect on ru- 
ral communities. Many persons 


live in the country and commute | 


to a job in the city. 


“What the over-all effect on our | 


agricultural system will be re- 
mains to be determined.’’ 


BROILERS, GRAIN SURPLUS 


Fanning also commented on 
another interesting feature of 
Georgia farming, one which has 
national implications. This is that 
the state’s No. 1 farm product— 
broilers—helped considerably in 
reducing this nation’s grain sur- 
plus. 

“Tt takes two pounds of grain 
to produce one pound of pou|l- 
try,”” he said. ‘‘Georgia consumes 
every bit of its corn corp produc- 
tion, which runs 80 to 85 million 
bushels a year, and imports anoth- 
er 50 million bushels from the 
Midwest.

The company does a worldwide 
business, taking any combinations 
of granite and making over sixty 
different color aggregates. Black 
pear] granite is obtained from 
Canada, blue pear! frorn Norway, 
red from Wisconsin, and other

The size and colors of the gran-

These granite 
chunks are crushed and sorted 
into different sizes and weights 
through a screening device. At 
the same time, forms are :con- 
structed according to the archi- 
tectual patterns and are varnished 
so that there are no leaks. 


Then a mixture of the seven dif- 
ferent sizes of smal! granite flakes 
with a cement matrix is poured 
into the proper form. This is 
placed upon a vibrating machine 
which causes the granite flakes 


to settle to the bottom of the form 
mold and the cement to rise to/| 
the top. 


After this process has se diaeadl 
the block is allowed to dry and | 
then undergoes a process of cur- 
ing. Curing can be accomplished 
either in several hours or as long 
as a month. It can be done by 
placing the blocks in a steam 


room, by using a misty spray or 
through a longer process. 


SECOND CURING 


When the blocks have been suf- 
ficiently cured the granite tops 
are ground down and evened out 
After this operation, air holes 
formed in the top by the cement 
bases are filled with a liquid mix- 
ture of the smallest granite bits 
and special cements. The block 
then undergoes a second shorter 
curing process and is ground 
again with a less coarse abrasive 
Then it is honed and buffered to 
a slick finish. 

The company can also manu- 
facture granite block with the 
granite bits more prominently 
raised on the face. This is done by 
removing the cement between the 
granite pieces on the very top of 
the block with chemicals before 
the curing process begins. The 
tops of the finished blocks con- 
tain almost 90 per cent granite, 
according to President Burnsed. 


ONE COMPETITOR 


There is only one other indus- 
trial firm of this type in the en- 
tire country. This company em- 
ploys around 60 men during the 
reguiar periods of labor and en- 
gages in a $250,000 annual busi- 
ness. 


Burnsed stated that he was very 
satisfied with his location in Jack- 
son and that his business would 
be under full operation in several 
months. He said the reason he 
moved from Lawrenceville was 
that the building there was too 
small and that there was no room 
for expansion. 


At the present time machinery 
is being moved into the old box 
factory building here and is being 
overhauled and repaired at the 
same time. Mr. Burnsed expects 
initially to employ around 20 per- 
sons.

County Booming, 


Keeps Eyes Ahead

DOUGLASVILLE — Douglas 
County experienced a 37 per cent 


rise in population in the 10-year 
“period between 1950 and 1960, al- 
* most three times as much as the 
. state average, and now ranks 
* $7th among Georgia’s counties 


after previously being 80th. And 
local civic and political leaders 
look for the county to experience 
an even larger percentage of pop- 
ulation growth in the next decade. 


Jumping from 12,173 in 1950 to 
16,741 in 1960, the county, which 
has been labeled as one of a 
group serving as ‘‘a bedroom and 
labor reservoir for Atlanta,”’ looks 
for the completion of the Inter- 
state Highway to the metropolitan 
center, the construction of a coun- 
ty-owned water filter plant and 
distribution line, additions to 
schools and other factors to 
cause the accelerated population 
trend to continue. 


GETTING OVERFLOW 

A Douglasville leader, in ap- 
praising the situation, said recent- 
ly; “People are moving out of 


the crowded area of Atlanta. |) 


They have just about filled those 
sections of DeKalb, Cobb, Clay- 
ton and Gwinnett counties ringing 
the city, so there’s no place for 
others to go except Douglas.” 


The largest single factor in ex- 
pecting a population rise in Doug- 
las is believed to be the easy ac- 
cess by highway to Atlanta. The 
first section of the Atlanta-Bir- 
mingham route, Interstate 20, is 
already under construction. A 
contract, providing for some 10 
miles of four-lane grading, be- 
ginning at the Douglas-Cobb 
County line and extending to a 
point southwest of Douglasville 
was awarded in October. The low 
bid on this segment of the route 
was $4,364,846.68. Many houses on 
the road’s right of way have al- 
ready been moved to new loca- 
tions or demolished to make way 
for the construction crews. 


GOT BRIDGE BIDS 


More recently the Highway De- 
partment received bids for eight 
single highway and one double 
stream bridges on the route in 
the county. These are to be lo- 
cated at the present Chapel Hill 
Road, Slater Mill Road, State 
Route 92, Midway Church Road, 
Clearwater Lake Road, Lithia 
Springs Road, Sweetwater Street, 
Federal Route 20 and Sweetwater 
Creek crossings. 


With a number of accesses to 
the new route when completed, 
it is estimated that motorists can 
drive from Douglasville to down- 
town Atlanta in a matter of about 
20 minutes. 


Present routes into Atlanta in- 
clude U.S. 78, (26 miles) State 
Route 166, and Blair's Bridge- 
South Gordon Roads. 


Already supplied with electric, 
telephone and natural gas serv- 
ice in nearly every area of the 
county, the construction of a 
county-owned water system is ex- 
pected to give a _ tremendous 
boost to new residents and per- 
haps industry. Work already has 
begun on the project and comple- 
tion is slated in eight to nine 
months. 


15-ACRE RESERVOIR 


Initial plans call for a 15-acre 
water reservoir and a filter plant 
capable of handling up to 750,000 
gallons per day, and the exten- 
sion of existing lines into prac- 
tically every area of the county. 


. The county has been purchasing 


water from the City of Douglas- 
ville for several years to serve 
the Lithia Springs, Beulah, Fair- 
burn Road and Campbellton Road 
sections. 


To finance the project, the coun- 
ty board of commissioners recent- 
ly issued revenue certificates in 
the amount of $750,000, a portion 
of which is being used to redeem 
old certificates outstanding that 
were used to build the original 
line from Douglasville to Lithia 
Springs and extensions that were 


“added later. 


One of the biggest drawbacks 
at the present time to a popula- 
tion rise is the lack of adequate 
schoolrooms in the county. Ac- 
cording to County School Supt. 
L. W. Burnett, the local system 
has gained more than 1,300 pu- 
pils in average daily attendance 
since a previous building program 
was completed in 1957. He. said 
indications are that the figure will 
continue to rise in the future. 


To help alleviate the situation, 
the county board of education 
has called for a $450,000 bond elec- 
tion Jan. 11. Burnett declared, 
“If the children of Douglas Coun- 
ty are to have a place to go to 
school the people of the county 
must vote favorably on this issue

Jesus — 
How Did 
He Look? 


By CLAIRE COX 
NEW YORK (UPI)—What did 
Jesus look like? 
This is a question that has in- 


trigued Christian worshippers 
and artists for 2,000 years. 


It is a question with no an- 


wer, for no clues as to the physi-, 


cal attributes of Jesus have been 
handed down through the cen- 
turies. 


The figure of Jesus thus has 
become a symbol. In Japan, he 
is pictured with oriental charac- 
teristics. In Africa, he is a 
Negro. South Americans like to 
think of him as Latin in coloring, 
while Anglo-Saxon peoples prefer 
him as blond and blue-eyed. 


FIRST KNOWN PORTRAIT 


James Pfeuffer, art director for 
the new Sunday School curricu- 
lum of the United Church of 
Christ, who has made a study of 
the portrayals of Christ, reports 
that the first known portrait of 
the founder of Christianity is on 
the bottom of a Second Century 
goblet. 


“His image is constantly re- 
formed through the ages,”’ Pfeuf- 
fer said in an interview. “‘It is 
based partly on what he did and 
partly on what he represented at 
the time the pictures were made. 
Different societies and ages are 
concerned with varying aspects 
of Christ’s work.” 


MANY VERSIONS 


The early forms of Christian 
art—after the year 100—dealt 
with ‘‘the Good Shepherd,”’ adapt- 
ed from renderings of Greek 
gods, Pfeuffer said. During this 
period, when Christian art was 
being born, the figure of Jesus 
still was a simple physical image, 
however. 


After the year 200, Christ was 
depicted as a beardless youth 
with short hair. In the second 
half of the Fourth Century, The 
beard was added, leading to the 
head that became traditional in 
Christian art. 

MOSAICS CITED 


The Byzantine mosaics of the 
earliest centuries were cited by 
Pfeuffer as being based on dog- 
ma, more than faith and intellect, 
father than emotion. These were 
followed in the early middle ages 
—seventh to 10th centuries—by a 
Christ depicted as far larger than 
life, far more than a man. This 
monumentality was replaced later 
by a figure that the viewer could 
recognize as human and relate to 
himself. 

“Until the end of the Roman- 
esque period, about 1150, Christ 
appears primarily as ruler of the 
world, as king, with aspects that 
often assume the character of the 
terrible and even the frightening 
—at times the demonaic,’’ Pfeuf- 
fer said. ‘“‘This period confronted 
the faithful with an image of the 
inexorable judge, before whom 
they trembled.”’ 

LOVE TAKES OVER 

A “‘new piety’’ developed during 
the Gothic period, 1140 to 1400, 
leading to the image of Jesus as 
the saviour who had become a 
man, without any of his former 
frightening majesty, Pfeuffer 
said. 


‘‘Love becomes ‘the: major. im- 
pulse of this new piety,”’ he ex- 
plained. “The mutual relation of 
love bridges the gulf between man 
and God. Christ is no _ longer 
mainly the father and judge, no 
longer infinitely remote or forbid- 
ding. He is being humanized. He 


becomes more natural, more fa- |} 


miliar.”’ 
ALWAYS CHANGING 

Further changes took place in 
the Renaissance and baroque con- 
ceptions of Jesus. Man became 
God-like in these portrayals, with 
Jesus shown as resurrected, the 
victor over death. The world was 
turned into a huge stage on which 
Jesus appeared in a setting in 
which evil no longer existed. This 
was the period of Rembrandt, El 
Greco and Tintoretto. 


The 19th and 20th centuries 
brought the start of a new ex- 
ploration of the expressive rela- 
tionship of the visual arts and 
Christianity. Pfeuffer said con- 
temporary ‘art accepts the need 
for “fearless revision’ of the 
“symbolic code.” 


He believes the criterion of the 
artist today may lie in asking, 
“Does the representation reflect 
the confession of man’s own lost- 
ness in the midst of this world?”’

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Deafness _ 


Disability 


increase in the number of 
people who are going deaf. 


Deafness is now the leading 
physical disability in this coun- 
try, afflicting nearly 6,000,000 
men, women, and children, a 
new medical survey reveals. 
And it is spreading because of 
the noise of our technological 
society. 


According to “Patterns of 
Disease,” a publication for phy- 
sicians, the expansion of in- 
dustry and the development of 
high speed machines is causing 
more and more noise-induced 
deafness. 


The damage may be only tgm- 
porary in some cases, when, for 
instance, a person exposed to 
continual high-decibel noise on 
the job becomes deafened by 
the end of the workday. By 
morning, his ears will probably 
have recovered. 


NOISE-INDUCED 


But noise-induced deafness 
can also be protracted or per- 
manent. The incidence of hear- 
ing loss depends on the level 
of sound, the frequency of the 
noise in cycles per second, the 
duration of the noise, and each 
individual’s susceptibility. 


Brief exposure to the loud vi- 
brations of a jet engine ‘a noise 
level of 130-140 decibels), for 
example, may have no harmful 
effects at all, said “Patterns,” 
yet prolonged exposure to a 
lesser volume of sound, such as 
that of the subways (100 deci- 
bels), may cause real damage. 


PERCEPTIVE DEAFNESS 


In ‘‘perceptive” deafness, the 
nerve damage which noise pro- 
duces, some of the usual symp- 
toms are diminished high tones, 
and a lessened sound of one’s 
own voice. Other indications are 
poor hearing in a noisy environ- 
ment, poor hearing on the tele- 
phone, and an inability to tol- 
erate loud sound. Some people 
have sensations of dizziness. 
And many suffer from “‘tin- 
nitus,”” a ringing or humming 
which is high-pitched in cases 
of perceptive deafness. 


Sufferers from tinnitus may 
not even know their hearing is 
affected, stated “‘Patterns.’’ In 
a study of a group complaining 
of this condition, more than 92 
per cent showed some degree 
of hearing loss when. given 
audiometric tests. Only 55 per 
cent had been aware of it.

NEW. YORK — (WNS) — Has 
Jackie Kennedy's controversial 
coiffure, bouffant in front, 
page-boy in back, wind-blown in 
public, inspired you to wonder: 
“Does she or doesn't she?” 


The answer is: she does. The 
First Lady-elect, whose tresses 
newsmen. have variously de- 
scribed as dark brown, auburn, 
or chestnut, colors her hair. 


“Why shouldn’t she? She has 
mousy hair with a little gray 
in front,” said James Viera, 
chief colorist for a French 
cosmetic house whose hair dye 


formulas are sold only for pro- 
fessional use. 


A close friend of Mr. Viera’s 
does the job, Mr. Viera s aid. 
“Jackie used to go to the salon 
for her haircuts and coloring. 
But she indicated that her hus- 
band disapproves, so now the 
colorist comes to her house for 
greater privacy.” 


HAIR TINTING 


Hair dyeing is euphemistical- 
ly termed “‘hair tining’” today, 
or more loosely “hair coloring.” 
It is nothing new in high office, 
according to Mr. Viera. ‘‘Mamie 
Eisenhower, after 20 years of 
colorless hair, returned last 
year from Arden's Main Chance 
salon a strawberry blonde. 
That was our product,”’ he said 
proudly. 


Dyed hair used to be obvious. 
The color was opaque, and 
the dye chemicals dulled and 
coarsened hair strands. Even 
after methods improved some- 
what, the field was primitive 
by modern standards. 


“You had a choice of black, 
brown, henna, or bleached 
blonde,”’ said Mr. Viera. ‘‘To- 
day's colorist works with an 
extended palette of pigments 
and can let his talent and imagi- 
nation run as far as the client 
will allow.”’ 


Most hair coloring agents 
still have an alkaline base, 
which tends to dry and delustre 
the hair. But about 10 years ago, 


“ this specialist said, chemists at 


the firm’s Paris research labs 
hit on a way to eliminate the 
alkalinity. This resulted in bet- 
ter-textured tresses. 


MIX "N’ MATCH 


Today, dye is no longer a 
mere matter of covering the 
gray. Now it has become mix 
and match, to suit every  fe- 
male’s idealized self-image. 
Sample color charts have wid- 
ened into a broad spectrum of 
about 60 tints and shades. 


‘You just don’t see any of 
the ash blonding of 1950 around 
any more or the platinums. They 
make skin look sallow. The 
silvers are out, and the rage is 
beige. Why should women 
spend three hours in a salon to 
come out looking like a shined- 
up, white-haired grandmother?” 


Various shades of blonde are 
all beiged now, he went on. 
Marilyn Monroe, brown-haired 
by nature, changed over from 
yellow blonde to beige recent- 


ly for the film “Let's Make 
Love.” Kim Novak, also a 
brownette, colors her hair a 
muted lavender-blonde called 
‘‘Mist of Mauve.” 

MANY POSSIBLE 

Today's pigments, with the 


highlights of red or gold, which 
can be added, make so many 
shades possible that the better 
salons must keep a record of 
what was mixed for each client, 
so they can produce the same 
color the next time. 


Last year, American women 
spent $22,000,000 across the 
counter for rinses (good for one 
to five shampoos) and _ hair 
color baths. A lot more than 
that was spent for lasting dye 
jobs in beauty salons. Thirty- 
five per cent of American 
women now tint their hair. In 
Europe, the estimate is 70 per 
cent. 


We are about three years be- 
hind Europe in cosmetics 
trends. and South America 
trails about three years behind 
us. Surprisingly Puerto Rico is 
at the top of the hair color 
hoom. The island's 5,000 regis- 
tered hairdressers all do hair 
coloring and comprise the high- 
est per capita rate he knows of, 
said Mr. Viera, who gives color 
demonstrations in Europe, La- 
tin America and the United 
States. 


Latins, Mr. Viera finds, like 
blonde hair with a dark green 
cast. They may vary about the 
depth of ash blonde they pre- 
fer, but it has to have a definite 
ashen tone to keep them happy. 


Europeans will try anything 
and favor even the mahogany 
and purple-red shades which 
Americans avoid. Each woman 
wants a distinctive shade of her 
own, except for Norway and 
Sweden, where the girls, though 
attracted to dark people, pre- 
fer to retain their natural pale 
blonde. Big in Europe now are 
the deeper, richer tones called 
*‘velours."" These will be pushed 


here next season.

colon, that organ is shunted to 
the abdominal wall. Cancer is 
one such disease; severe colitis 
and some other conditions also 
can require removal of part of 
the lower colon and hence make 
a colostomy necessary. 


Often surgeons have patients 
who are to undergo the operation 
talk with others who have had 
it, because the idea of a colos- 
tomy is, understandably, a great 
worry to many people. 


The purpose in having patients 
talk with others who have had 
the operation is to assure them 
it is possible to resume all former 
activities afterwards. I know 
some people with colostomies 
who go swimming with perfect 
comfort and safety. 


It does, however, take a little 
time to get used to living with 
a colostomy. 


Probably the first rule is to 
keep in mind that a great many 
people have been entirely suc- 
cessful in doing it and that they 
have also learned the tricks of 
remaining both comfortable and 
healthy. 


After that, or perhaps right 
along with that first rule, is to 
keep permanently in mind that 
cleanliness is absolutely essential. 
There are certain juices in the 
colon which can be irritating to 
the skin. So the skin must be 
protected. This is not difficult. 


First clean the skin with cotton. 
Apply tincture of benzoin to help

ANSWERS TO QUIZ 

1. South bids three clubs, ma- 
king a cue call in West's suit. 
His hand calls for strong action, 
but he doesn’t like to bid three 
spades on a hand that may be a 
misfit. Neither does he like three 
diamonds, which suggests better 
spades than he actually holds. 
Three clubs is a good solution, 
and partner won't get too excit- 
ed, since South did not force on 
the first round, 


2. South bids two spades. Al- 
though he prefers clubs to spades 
and sees that no game is pos- 
sible for his side, he does not 
pass. This would give West an 
easy chance to reopen the bid- 
ding at the two-level. Two spades 
would be safe, since’ partner 
should have a five-card suit, and 
it makes it difficult for the ad- 
versaries to fight for a part 
score.

At trick 3 declarer takes a dia- 
mond finesse, losing to the king.

Boxing Day Is. 
Time to Reflect 


The English call this day after Christ- 
mas Boxing Day, and they make a big 
holiday of it, which is a civilized custom. 
A full 24 hours is certainly needed to re- 
store the energies, to clean up the house 
after Christmas Day. The idle day also 
provides time to think on the year past 
and the year ahead. 


The year 1960 has turned us into a 
new decade. The presidential election 
chose a new leadership. It has been, in 
many ways, a year of hiatus, of severance 
with things past and preparation for 
things ahead. 

President-elect Kennedy will shortly 
be pressing Congress for federal aid to 
education, for a better program of med- 
ical care for the aged, for a higher mini- 
mum wage, for better housing laws. 
There will be new directions in foreign 
policy, great change in farm programs, 
action to expand the economy, continua- 
tion of civil rights activity. The.new 
president has shown restraint and bal- 
ance; the people and Congress now owe 
him a chance. He deserves support for his 
program, which needs to be adjusted here 
and there, but which mainly is sound. 

In Georgia, the year 1961 will bring 
new political leadership to Atlanta, 
though the identity of the mayor who will 
be elected is obscured by the veil of the 
future. It will bring critical jockeying in 
the state toward the 1962 election of a 
governor. The field is now thin. 


The new year will bring school de- 
segregation due in Atlanta, and all Geor- 
gia will be challenged to meet the time 
with courage and good sense so that pub- 
lic schools can be preserved. 


The hiatus is ending. The future is 
upon us. And on this post-Christmas day 
of reflection, let us determine to be men 
enough to meet it wisely and well. 


Let's Have the Primary 
After Schools Open 


In view of the fact that the city gov- 
ernment’s first-of-the-year reorganiza- 
tion is but a couple of weeks away, and 
the opening session of the state legisla- 
ture is less than a month off, we would 
like to repeat here our belief that this 
year’s city primary should be held in 
the fall. 

There has been some argument in 
favor of a spring primary, three or four 
months before the school crisis comes 
down to its actual testing. 


We feel this would be unwise. The 
present school board would be put in a 
difficult position if some of its members 
were defeated (for whatever reason) in 
May. They still would be on the board 
in September. They still would be the 
ones to deal with the situation that fed- 
eral court-ordered desegregation brings. 

Should we have a lame-duck school 
board in office in September, its effect- 
iveness would be drastically curtailed. 

A primary in May, half a year be- 
fore the incumbents’ responsibilities end 
will be inviting trouble.

Castro Is Mortgaging 
Cuba to Soviet Union 


Fidel Castro’s government is placing 
the entire Cuban economy into bondage 
to the Soviet Union. That is the signif- 
icance of the economic agreement signed 
by Ernesto Guevara, head of the Cuban 
National Bank, and Moscow. 

The Soviets promised to help build an 
iron and steel mill, an oil refinery and 
thermal electric power stations along 
with other “complete industrial enter- 
prises.’”’ It pledged help to break the eco- 
nomic sanctions imposed by the United 
States in retaliation for Cuba’s seizure 
of a billion dollars worth of U:S. 
ments.

In return for aid, Guevara signed a 
declaration pledging full support of So- 
viet aims in foreign policy, 
‘national liberation movements”

America. This, of course, means that 
Cuba will become a base for exporting 
communism in the continent to the 
south. 

Heartened by this agreement, Castro 
has threatened to dump the sugar it can- 
not sell to the United States on the world 
market at wrecking prices. 


How all this is’ being taken by the 
average Cuban is unknown, but Castro 
is turning the country into a police state 
along Communist lines. The growers are 
resisting his sugar policies but organized 
opposition is not strong enough to over- 
throw them. 

Meanwhile, the mainstay of Cuba’s 
economy—the sugar industry—has been 
mortgaged to the Soviet Union for years 
to come. It remains to be seen whether 
our negative policies of retaliation will 
mean Castro’s downfall or whether they 
merely have hastened the drive to deliver 
the island to the Communists.

N.Y. Tragedies Prove 


Experience Is Costl y 


As improbable as such accidents are, 
the collision of two aircraft over New 
York did occur with the loss of more than 
100 lives and millions of dollars in prop- 
erty damages. It could have been worse. 


Fixing the exact blame for the crash 
probably will be impossible. It could have 
been human error. It also might have 
been equipment failure. Regardless of 
blame, the tragedy calls for stepped-up 
efforts to insure aerial safety. With more 
and faster aircraft in flight, the chances 
for human error must be reduced through 
further improvements in electronic con- 
trols and procedures. 

The second New York tragedy, the 
fire aboard the supercarrier Constellation, 
should not have occurred. Its structure 
was not burned. But the wood scaffold- 
ing and other materials lying around 
such as wooden crates, cartons, paint, 
plywood and insulation created a holo- 
caust. While the ship was in the last stages 
of construction, its internal fire-fighting 
equipment had not been put into opera- 
tion. Taking this mighty chance on a 
250-million-dollar investment has _ re- 
sulted in heavy loss of life and funds and 
a dangerous blow to the Navy. 

Both tragedies prove that such acci- 
dents can happen and urgently call for 
more stringent preventive measures to re- 
duce their probability.

But if’ he cannot scrape up enough to 
mechanize his farm and does not avail himself 
of the weapons of research, such as the current 
soil testing program and other scientific prac- 
tices, then he’s just about had it. There are ex- 
ceptions but they are rare. 


It was a good era. But those cotton-pick- 
ing machines that work so efficiently and cost 
about $10,000 each serve as a reminder of the

Even men of good will can find their tempers tried, the message 
said. Friendship can give way to impatience or anger. Differences 
of conviction can do this to people. 

But dedication to mutual and honorable goals can freshen the 
memory of what Christmas stands for: the dignity of man and the 
priceless value of the individual. Understanding, sympathy, and a 
determination that we shall not allow hatred, scorn and bitterness to 
drive out justice and righteousness. 

That is about all the message said. 


It is about what Jesus said. 


So the message came fittingly from the pulpits on the holiest 


day of the Christian year. 


It did not pretend to offer specific steps to solve the existing 


problems. 


It did point to the only pathway to these solutions—a path of 
friendship, of respect for the convictions of others, of determination 


to continue conversations. 


Respect for the convictions of others includes the use of forbear- 
ance and understanding of why the other man differs, even if he is 
wrong. He can be persuaded, or he can be attacked. Past attacks 
have defined the contentions and opened the divisions. The job now 
is to bridge them, as the Christmas message said.

The story of how this comput- 
ing device was secretly designed 
for the Democratic presidential 
campaign is related in full detail 
in the current “Harper’s’” maga- 
zine by Thomas B. Morgan. You 
will find the article engrossing. At 
first you may be tempted to be- 
lieve that this is a dream and 
that you will wake up to find it 
isn't really true, that people are 
not predictable. But it looks as 
though we are. These human-me- 
chanical predictions for political 
campaigns, for Congress and for 
commerce will shortly be as rou- 
tine as bean soup in the Senate 
restaurant. 

Scientists fed massive data into 
the machine and thereby produced 
a mathematical model of the U.S. 
electorate based on more than 
100,000 interviews with eligible 
voters. 

They found that by saturating

Why Dillydally on Providing Care 
For These Children Needing It Now? 


It must have been two months ago that Di- 


rector Frank A. Smith of the Georgia Associa- 
tion for Mental Health proposed that the state 
Start treatment of mentally ill 
children ‘in an old house’’ with 
a small staff right away, and 
that Dr. John H. Venable, di- 
rector of the State Health De- 
partment, raised some cautious 
objections and said he might 
consider this plan. 

Mr. Smith’s proposal is so 
eminently feasible and urgent 
that it is no wonder a state 
department backs off from it 
with mumbling objections of 
“special facilities.’ ‘‘profession- 
al services,”’“‘adequate funds’’ and expenses for 
fixing up an old place to be abandoned later. 
Dr. Venable is, I'm sure, as competent a depart- 
ment director as the next one but it. doesn’t 
seem to be in the nature ‘of managers of such 
yast operations as a state department of health 
to contemplate, much less act on, a suggestion 
so simple, inexpensive and humane as Mr 
Smith's. 

In the summer we were horrified by con- 
ditions in which feeble-minded and disturbed 
children live at the Milledgeville State Hospital. 
There was talk; as I remember, of hustling them 
off to Gracewood or some place cleaner and less 
bestial. And we all talked proudly of the ‘‘500- 
bed intensive treatment center’ to be built in 
Atlanta, with 50 beds for mentally ill children, 
Some two years from now. | 

Meantime, deranged children are, I suppose, 
still sent to the Milledgeville State Hospital, to 
local jails, to state reformatories or wherever 
we can stick them in the absence of other asy- 
lum where the state can keep them clean, fed 
and schooled and treat their disabilities.

“It is entirely feasible that we can rent an 
old house and secure a minimum staff, along 
with child psychiatrists from Emory,” Mr. Smith 
said with what seems to me eminent good sense. 
“If we try hard enough we can make a begin- 
ning in the immediate future without waiting two 
or two and a half years.” | 

And why not, in the name of childhood, not 
to mention our common humanity, such as it is? 

Dr. Venable replied that ‘it is just a possi- 
bility’, that Mr. Smith’s idea “‘will be kept under 
consideration,” but that so simple a plan “‘won’'t 
be easy.’” “Special facilities’’ are needed, and the 
problem of “how much do you want to spend on 
a suitable place, when you have to scrap it in two 
years’ would have to be settled. And Dr. Ven- 
able said he didn’t know. ‘‘when or if profession- 


rasp tages from Emory, or funds, will be avail- 
able.” 


Well, why couldn't Mr. Smith or somebody 
this week go find an old house? Why couldn't they 
just wash the woodwork, make up the beds, buy 
a big stove from the Goodwill or somewhere, and 
hire a small staff of caretakers of children to 
bathe, dress, feed, bed them down and take them 
out in the yard to play in the absence of such 
“special facilities’? as playgrounds and schools?

“‘We cannot wait two years to take care of our 


children,’”” Mr. Smith said. 
And why should we?

Tom Hen- 
nings, his colleague from Mis- 
sourl, who was sore at Syming- 
ton and asked Johnson as a 
personal favor to bar him from 
this choice spot. 

Now that Hennings has passed 
away, Symington should have 
first claim on the vacancy. But 
Johnson is now peeved at Sym- 
ington over some private cracks 
Symington made about him after 
the Los Angeles convention. 

Johnson’s Texas colleague, 
Sen. Ralph Yarborough, would 
also like to hold the seat for 
Texas. The Republicans, 
have been demanding extra rep- 
resentation on Appropriations 
with an eye on the Johnson 
vacancy. 

Montana’s strait-laced, state- 
ment-making Sen. Mike Mans- 
field, who will succeed Johnson 
as Democratic leader, would like 
to give outgoing Sen. James 
Murray’s seat on the Interior 
Committee to incoming Sen. Lee 
Metcalf, thus keeping it for 
Montana. But Oregon’s Maurine 
Neuberger, who was elected to 
succeed her late husband, Dick 
Neuberger, also has her eye on 
the Interior ‘vacancy, and other

Celestine Sibley 
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Rebecca Latimer Felton: 
A Marvel To Contemplate 


In November, 1922, an §87- 
year-old Georgia woman stood 
in the U.S. Senate with up- 
raised hand to Ly 
be sworn in as % 
the first wom- 
an member of 
that august 
body. She was 
to serve but 
one day but, 
she assured 
them, ten mil- 
lon women 


voters had 
been  heart- 
ened by her 


appointment and the gentlemen 
of the Senate could welcome 
with confidence the women 
members who would come after 
her. 

“‘Let me say, Mr. President, 
that when the women of this 
country come and sit with you, 
though there may be very few 
in the next few years, I pledge 
that you will get ability, you 
will get integrity of purpose 
and you will get  unstinted 
usefulness.” 

That was Rebecca Latimer 
Felton, one of the most colorful 
women this nation has  pro- 
duced and one about whom I 
have been curious since I first 
saw her face, wrinkled and be- 
spectacled, reproduced in stone 
in the State Capitol. 

Prof. John Y. Talmadge, of 
the University of Georgia Eng- 
lish department, has under- 
taken to satisfy all those who 
have wished to know about 
Mrs. Felton in a new book, 
‘Rebecca Latimer Felton. Nine 
Stormy Decades,”’ which is just 
off the press. (University of 
Georgia Press. $4.50.) He was 
in the same boat himself once. 
His mother came from Carters- 
ville, Mrs. Felton’s hometown, 
and he was reared on tales of 
this willful, strong-minded old 
girl who was a power in politics 
long before women had the 
right to vote. When he started 
doing research for a book he 
found a career that would be 
unbelievable if set forth in a 
novel. 

Mrs. Felton’s life spanned the 
era of American history from 
the presidency of Andrew Jack- 


son to that of Herbert Hoover, 
She refugeed ahead of Sher- 
man’s Army to Macon, she lost 
five children and knew bitter 
suffering and deprivation and 
she worked hard all her life. 
But she lived with such force 
and verve, such spunk and spir- 
it, that her life is a marvel to 
contemplate. Whether she was 
an altogether lovable woman is 
doubtful. 

I asked Professor Talmadge 
if he emerged from his re- 
search with any love for her 
and he answered promptly: “I 
admired her. She was such a 
stout character. She was ruth- 
less. If anyone stepped in her 
way they did it at their own 
peril.” 

She feuded with most of the 
state’s political leaders, except 
Tom Watson, whose place in 
the Senate she held briefly in a 


suspenseful little maneuver. 
She fought with her beloved 
Methodist church, turned 


against the W.C.T.U. when it 
refused to support Gov. Alfred 
E. Smith for president in 1928, 
worked for prison reform, 
woman’s suffrage and the wel- 
fare of under-privileged girls. 

Professor Talmadge said he 
didn’t believe there was any- 
thing in the world she was 
afraid of and shortly before she 
died she said a pretty good 
thing about herself. She had 
seen 94 summers, she said, 
“but not a single winter of 
discontent.”

Does 
Green Bay batter Philadelphia into submission 
or get stabbed to death by the Dutchman’s deft 
ripostes?

When the Los Angeles Ram defensive backs 
began to cheat against the Packers last week by 
edging closer to the scrimmage line to stop the 
running attack, Green Bay made them honest.

To a grandstand quarterback the Packers 
would seem to be the more powerful club. This 
has to be a resounding tribute to Vince Lombardi, 
their cocah, The year before he arrived at Green 
Bay, the Ponderous Pachyderms had, won only 
one game. In two brief seasons he has lifted 
them to a spot where they will rank as favorites 
in Monday’s championship... _ 


He has made them the highest-scoring team in 
the league by giving them attacking balance. 
Because they run so well, their passing has be- 
come better than adequate. And his defenses 
have yielded fewer points and less yardage than 
most. 


Yet one disconcerting fact emerged from the 
season's finale against the Rams. Bill Wade, the 
Los Angeles quarterback, is a journeyman op- 
erative of no distinction. Yet he passed the Pack- 
ers dizzy with 22 completions in 33 tries for 279 
yards. 


Van Brocklin is twice the marksman that 
Wade is.

Actually, we would be very dis- 
appointed. Our full moon is three 
times brighter than all Jupiter's 
moons shining their brightest. And 
the sun shines on us 465,000 times 
brighter than our golden moon 
when it is full. Even so, though 
not the largest, our moon is the 
brightest in the Solar System.

Neptune has two satellites, one 
of them closer to the planet and 
much larger than our moon. 

The two remaining moons of 
the Solar System belong to Mars. 
They are Phobos and Deimos, 
both of them less than 10 miles 
wide. The orbit of Phobos is about 
4,000 miles above ‘the planet and 


it whizzes around its orbit three

times during the Martian day. It 
looks perhaps like one of our man- 
made satellites tumbling over the 
sky, Deimos, the smaller of the 
little moons of Mars, orbits 14,000 
miles above the planet. It is only 
one-third as bright as _ its sister 
satellite.

“Industrial stocks as a group 
are now selling at 19 times their 
ings,” the firm said. ‘That is a 
high price-earnings ratio.

“For a stock to move down 
from 19 times earnings to 13 times 
would mean a drop of 32 per cent 
in price even if earnings stood 
still. On the other hand, a rise of 
45 per cent in share earnings 
would be required to cut the ratio 
back to 13 if stock prices re- 
mained unchanged. 


“Under the circumstances, it 
seems inadvisable to count too 
much on a big upsurge in the 
general market. Rather, the in- 
vestor should concentrate on spe- 
cial situations and on quality is- 
sues whose dividends are regard- 
ed as secure.”
